Hoover Study Advises 
Abolition Of Michigan 
Welfare Commission 


LANSING — <JP> — A “Little 
Hoover” committee task force to­ 
day had a 
recommendation 
on 
record for the abilition of the State 
Social Welfare commission. 
Completing a months-long sur­ 
vey of the Social Welfare depart­ 
ment, the task force suggested in­ 
stead that the department be run 
by a director. 
lf the governor is given a four- 
year term, the task force report 
suggested the governor appoint the 
director. 
If not, he should be ap­ 
pointed by a six-member “Wel­ 
fare Council” which would be a 
policy-making body, the 
report 
said. 
The report was filed with the 
legislative committee on govern­ 
mental reorganization. 
The task 
force was headed by Eldon W. 
Sneeringer of the Citizens 
Re­ 
search Council of Michigan. 
He 
was assisted by welfare specialists 
from other states. 
The report urged splitting the 
department into two divisions— 
one dealing with 
administrative 
services and the other with so­ 
cial services. 
Separate from these 
divisions 
would be an audit and county fi­ 
nance section to keep closer tabs 
on disbursement of relief and as­ 
sistance. 
It was recommended that 
the 
probate courts be relieved of the 
responsibility for supervising and 
administering its own orders for 


the care of children. 
Abolition 
of the office of county 
w elfare 
agent as an employe of the pro­ 
bate court was also recommended. 
The report suggested 
placing 
the supervision of the Boys’ Vo­ 
cation school and the G irls’ T rain­ 
ing school under the 
children’s 
division, a unit of the proposed 
social service division. 
Both schools would be given 
control over the intake of trainees 
to combat the 
present 
problem 
caused by the admission of ag­ 
gressive and feeble minded delin­ 
quents. 
It was recommended that a stu ­ 
dy of the program at the G irls’ 
Training school, sim ilar to 
that 
made at the Boys’ institution in 
1945, be undertaken.

SECR ETA RY OF STATE Fred M. Alger. 
^ 
Jr., who is chairman of the state board 
of canvassers, has recommended that the 
board make a thorough check of every 
nam e on the petitions for a referendum on 
the state gasoline tax increase. 
That A lgers recommendation is a proper 
one is indicated by the fact 
that 
spot 
checks conducted by Alger revealed that 
about 40% of the signatures on the peti­ 
tions are invalid. 
A total of 165.000 signatures were filled 
on the referendum request and only 93.970 
are required to force a vote in November. 
1952 on the gasoline tax question. Thus, it 
is possible to have 44% invalid signatures 
and still have sufficient valid signatures 
to require an election. However, because of 
the importance of the situation, it should 
be certain how many valid signature the 
petitions contain. 
The spot checks revealed that many per­ 
sons signed the petitions who were not 
registered voters in the cities where the 
petitions were circulated. All of these sig­ 
natures are. of course, invalid. 
If the election is required as a result of 
the petitions, there will be considerable 
loss in revenue for highway purposes. The 
tax increase of one and a half cents en­ 
acted by the state legislature will be sus­ 
pended for an entire year pending the re­ 
sults ol the election, according to legal ex­ 
ports. Millions of dollars needed for high­ 
ways in the state, the townships and cities 
will not be available and. of course, the 
road system will suffer thereby.

are 
disheartening. 
Roads are wearing out faster than they 
are being replaced. Good roads are more 
urgent now than ever before because of 
the rearmament program.

Chants O f German 


Unity Turn Sour 
R U S S IA 'S East German puppets chant 
the unity theme as a siren song for 
their Western German brethren almost as 
steadily as Moscow sings of “peace.” 
In 
both instances, the tones are sweet but 
false. 
The Soviet Union well knows how pow­ 
erful a unity appeal can be to the Ger­ 
mans. Beyond all doubt, many of them live 
for the day when then country may once 
again be welded together. 
Hence it was perfectly natural tor the 
Kremlin to make a redoubled unity cam ­ 
paign the main element in its new drive to 
halt the closer integration of Western Ger­ 
many with the North Atlantic Treaty na­ 
tions. 
The efforts to bring the Bonn govern­ 
ment deeper into the Western fold have 
two major aspects: 
(I) The creation of 
German armed units to be incorporated 
into the general European defense army. 
ana (2) the drafting of a “peace contract” j 
giving Bonn as much independence politi- I 
cally as is possible in the light of the Rus- i 
n a n threat to German security. 
Though important obstacles still remain, 
both these programs are moving toward 
realization. If they are brought off success­ 
fully, Russia will have been dealt a real 
blow both politically and militarily. Mos­ 
cow’s full awareness of this explains its 
intense activity in Germany at this mo­ 
ment. 
In the past Bonn officials have not been 
too adept at combatting 
East 
German 
unity maneuvers. But at this crucial junc­ 
ture Chancellor Konrad Adenauer met the 
Red tactic with one of his most statesm an­ 
like gestures. 
He called the Communists’ 
bluff with a series of unity proposals of his 
own. 
Those proposals call for lull and tree 
German elections under international safe­ 
guards. He reasoned that if the Reds were 
sincere in their clamor for 
unity 
they 
would accept these eminently fair terms. 
Put to the test, the East German Com­ 
munists failed ignobly. 
Premier 
Otto 
Grotewohl stalled on Adenauer's propos­ 
als. and tried to divert attention from them 
by offering political amnesty 
to 
20.000 
pi isomers—as proof that freedom rules in 
the Russian zone. 
Later on. 
Grotewohl 
flubbed again. 
This is a pretty significant commentary 
on the barrenness of Soviet policy in G er­ 
many Challenged to make good on unity 
talk, they are caught flat. They can't agree 
to free elections because they would lose. 
F 
doing nothing about A denauer’s earn­ 
est 
offer, 
they expose completely the 
ti. udulent character of their campaign. 
One suspects that right now the Rus­ 
sians do not really know what to do about 
Germ any—short of war. They may have to 
content themselves with hurling threats of 
force, of reprisal against all Western “col­ 
laborators,” of strikes and sabotage. 
An all-out campaign of obstruction and 
perhaps violence could plainly prove a se­ 
rious barrier to Western liaison with Bonn. 
But it would destroy once and for all the 
illusion that Russia has honest, 
peaceful 
purposes in Germany.

The governor, obviously realizing the 
seriousness of the alcoholism problem in 
Michigan and elsewhere, disregarded par­ 
ty lines and made his appointments strict­ 
ly on the merit basis.

publican party affairs in Delta county and 
the Upper Peninsula. 
•Three of the downstate appointees are 
prominent in the medical and psychiatric 
fields, and the other is an educator.

Court To Rule On 


Forced* Listening 
'T'HE U. S. supreme court has agreed to 
A 
decide the issue of broadcasting in 
street cars and buses. The issue is one of 
more than casual importance to Americans 
because it involves a deep principle of in­ 
dividual rights. 
Lower courts have already louted that 
so-calied “captive audiences” cannot be 
compelled to listen to commercial broad­ 
casts. In these decisions, the courts have 
ruled that freedom of speech guarantees 
are broad enough to include the freedom 
to listen and the freedom not to listen, as 
well. A captive audience, such as passen­ 
gers in a street car, bus or train or persons 
in a railroad depot awaiting trains, cannot 
move away from a commercial broadcast 
so they are virtually compelled to listen. 
This is the issue that the supreme court 
will rule upon. It is reasonable to believe 
that the supreme court will sustain the de­ 
cisions of the lower courts in deciding that 
forced listening is contrary to constitution­ 
al rights.

McKellar of Tennessee 
and McCarran of Nevada, tried to brow­ 
beat the nation's top secret out of Atomic 
Eneregy Chairman Gordon Dean the other 
day. It’s none of their business, but they 
demanded to know this country’s 
exact 
num ber of atomic bombs. 
This is too precious a secret to be re­ 
peated around Congress, whose employees 
are not cleared for loyalty like other fed­ 
eral employees. It would be particularly 
dangerous for Senator McCarran to know, 
since a parade of ex-Communists is con­ 
stantly 
streaming 
through 
his 
office. 
Though they have denounced their Com­ 
munist ties and come to McCarran to con­ 
fess. the FBI is frankly skeptical of some 
of them. 
Neverthless, 
McKellar and McCarran 
got the atomic energy chairman 
behind 
closed doors of the Senate appropriations 
committee and hounded him to tell the ex­ 
act number of bombs in our atomic stock­ 
pile. 
4 If we are going into war. we ought to be 
ready, and we ought to know what we 
have,” rasped Tennessee’s McKellar. “You 
are asking for more money, and it is un­ 
usual to ask for more money just before 
the Congress adjourns. What I would like 
to know is what you have done with the 
money that we appropriated last year?” 
“We have done a great deal of work, and 
we have expanded the atomic energy pro­ 
gram 
fold,” replied Chairman Dean. 
(This column has been advised that the 
exact 
atomic 
expansion should not be 
made public.) 
“How much of your last year’s appro­ 
priation went into bombs? 
How 
many 
bombs do you have?” demanded the Ten­ 
nessee senator. 
“A very substantial amount,” 
parried 
Dean. 
“That does not answer the question,” ex­ 
ploded McKellar. “How much has gone in­ 
to bombs?” 
SECRET AMOUNTS OF URANIUM 
“Let me say this,” Chairman Dean tried 
to soothe the old man. “Everything in the 
way of fissionable material which is pro­ 
duced in our whole program 
goes 
into 
bombs. It is stored there, and if you want 
it out and later use it somewhere else, you 
can use it. But today it goes right into 
bombs.” 
“What is the process of deterioration?” 
broke in McCarran. 
“There is no deterioration,” 
Dean re­ 
ported. 
McCarran then changed the subject from 
the exact number of bombs to the exact 
num ber of carloads of uranium ore that 
goes into each bomb. Dean tried to evade 
the question, which is also top secret. But 
McCarran, who represents a wester^ min­ 
ing region, 
kept hammering until Dean 
finally gave him the secret figure. 
Later McKellar got back to the number 
of bombs again. 
“Now we made you trustees last year, 
and we appropriated all of this money to 
you. Sure you can tell us w hat you have 
done with it,” persisted the aged Tennes­ 
seean. 
“ It has gone into bombs,” repeated Dean. 
“That doesn't mean a thing,” 
snapped 
McKellar. “You .have got two bombs or you 
have got 1,000 or you have got six or 17. 
and we don’t know what you have got. and 
w§ don’t know whether you 
have 
got 
enough to fight a war or not.” 
“That raises this question, senator, that 
troubles we a little bit,” 
Dean observed 
delicately, “and that is whether the com­ 
mittee actually wishes to 
have 
precise 
numbers of weapons.” 
SENATOR CORDON OBJECTS 
“No.

Actually the’men and women 
who take to the woods with gun in hand 
are those who enjoy the

and. 
sounds of nature as well as a w ell-filled 
game bag. 
Every woods trip brings its reward, al­ 
though no legal game may have been en­ 
countered. Nature always presents a good 
show in any season, 
but in autumn the 
leaves turn hills into a parade of color and 
cover the ground with a carpet of richest 
hue. 


GROWING 
UP — Those who say that 
nature is constant and unchanging 
are 
thinking other than of nature’s expressive 
face. 
Those who of necessity o? by choice have 
contact with nature will tell you this. The 
farmer must battle to keep his lands clear­ 
ed. Old farms with brus hcreeping in from 
fence rows reveal nature at work. 
Railroad grades over which steam lo ­ 
comotives once hauled forest giants to 
the sawmill are now little 
more 
than 
narrowed game trails. Steel rails and ties 
are gone. The only visible “tracks” are 
those of deer. 
Sportsmen returning to a well-remem­ 
bered woods road after grouse find that in 
a few short years nature has restored it to 
brush and cover—good hiding for her wild 
children. 


IN THE MAKING — The Upper Penin­ 
sula—except in its too-moist swamps—is a 
fertile forest land. 
Nature, left to herself, has a way of re­ 
storing that which 
man 
has 
damaged. 
Slowly but surely the forests are coming 
back, aided by m an’s program of fire con­ 
trol. 
Even 
if 
no tree planting was ever 
done, the forests would return by natur­ 
al processes— and perhaps .stronger and 
healthier than the trees that man is 
planting in his laudable desire to hasten 
the task. 
For nature’s evolution from barren to 
forest is a gradual soil - building process 
culminating in the big trees. Small brush, 
quick growth that dies to fall with the 
leaves and enrich the soil, is nature’s way 
of preparing for its chief crop—vast forest 
stands whose grandeur was destroyed to 
help build a nation and whose return will 
help perpetuate it.

Salt is im portant to dairy cows 
and they should get all they need,

Feeding trials indicate that the 
demand for calcium and phos­ 
phorous by dairy cows in heavy 
production is so large that free ac­ 
cess to salt 
and 
steamed 
bone

tion to that in the grain ration. 
The average dairy cow doesn’t 
need much salt—only 
about 
an 
ounce a day but it is important 
that she gets 
that much. 
Sell- 
feeding has proved the simplest 
way of giving cows their salt. 
Charles Little, U. P. extension 
dairyman for Michigan State Col­ 
lege, says that one 
percent 
by 
weight of the grain ration should 
be iodized salt.

Tramping two or three miles 
through woods or a swamp, or 
helping to drag a deer puts quite 
a strain on the fatty heart of the 
man who usually walks only from 
his house to his car and from the 
elevator to his office. 
Take it easy and enjoy yourself! 
the doctor said. You might better 
never get a bird, a rabbit or a deer 
than to put yourself in bed for six 
months or not get home from your 
hunting trip. 
For 
your 
health’s 
sake, 
too 
choose a clean eating place. Look 
for a “sanitation approved’ ’sign. 
Order those foods which must be 
freshly prepared. 
Be sure the water you drink is 
safe. The Michigan Department of 
Health marks safe roadside water 
supplies. If you are in doubt about 
the camp supply, you can make 
sure of your drinking water by 
adding three drops 
of 
laundry 
bleach for each gallon of water and 
letting it stand a half hour. Don’t 
drink from streams. 
If you are not sure you can get 
pasteurized milk take along a can­ 
ned supply. 
Wear clothing to suit the weath­ 
er and the type of hunting you will 
do. Take along a change so you 
won’t have to hunt or ride in 
rain-drenched
